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Market  Summary 

UPPER  FLORIDA 

Receipts  of  producer  milk  at  pool  plants 
regulated  under  Order  No.  6  during  February 
1980  totaled  67.4  million  pounds.   Deliveries 
were  down  4.0  million  pounds  from  the  previous 
month  and  9.8  million  pounds  above  the  same 
month  of  the  previous  year. 

During  February,  62.0  million  pounds  of 
producer  milk  was  classified  as  Class  I  — 
down  2.8  million  pounds  from  the  previous 
month  and  up  7.1  million  pounds  from  February 
1979.   The  percentage  of  producer  milk  in 
Class  I  was  92.06%  in  February  compared  to 
90.78%  the  previous  month  and  95.50%  a  year 
ago. 

The  uniform  price  to  producers  during 
February  was  $14.00  per  cwt .  —  up  12  cents 
from  January  1980  and  65  cents  above 
February  1979. 

TAi'^PA  BAY 

Producers  delivered  50.4  million  pounds 
of  milk  to  pool  plants  regulated  under  Federal 
Order  No.  12  during  February  1980.   Producer 
milk  deliveries  were  down  1.0  million  pounds 
from  January  and  were  up  4.2  million  pounds 
from  February  1979. 

Producer  milk  classified  as  Class  I  milk 
and  used  in  the  computation  of  the  uniform 
price  to  producers  totaled- 46.6  million 
pounds.   Class  I  producer  milk  totaled  46.1 
million  pounds  in  January  1980  and  42.7 
million  pounds  during  February  a  year  ago. 
Class  I  milk  was  92.46%  of  the  total  producer 
milk  during  February  1980  compared  to  89.69% 
last  month  and  92.57%  during  February  of  last 
year.

Cooperative  Associations  and 
Federal  Milk  Order  Program 

Cooperative  associations  play  an  important 
role  in  marketing  milk  and  dairy  products.   This 
is  especially  true  in  Florida  where  almost  all 
dairy  farmers  market  their  milk  through  one  of 
the  several  cooperatives  in  the  State. 

Cooperative  associations  are  given  special 
status  under  many  federal  laws  in  recognition 
of  the  unique  and  important  role  they  play  in 
marketing  their  members'  production.   The  Agri- 
cultural Marketing  Agreement  Act  of  1937,  which 
authorizes  Federal  milk  orders,  is  one  of  these 
statutes  and  undoubtedly  the  privileges  granted 
cooperatives  by  this  Act  have  gone  a  long  way 
in  encouraging  dairy  farmers  to  organize  them- 
selves into  cooperative  associations. 

In  order  that  the  benefits  of  the  Agri- 
cultural Marketing  Agreement  Act  be  available 
only  to  associations  that  are  genuinely  engaged 
in  collectively  marketing  the  milk  of  their 
members.  Congress  has  set  forth  certain  stand- 
ards in  the  Act  that  an  association  must  meet. 
To  determine  whether  it  meets  these  standards 
it  is  necessary  to  review  on  a  continuing  basis 
the  organization  and  operation  of  each  coopera- 
tive association.   For  dairy  cooperatives  the 
responsibility  for  determining  and  reviewing 
their  qualification  has  been  delegated  to  the 
Dairy  Division  of  the  Agricultural  Marketing 
Service,  which  also  has  responsibility  for  ad- 
ministering the  Federal  milk  order  program. 

The  standards  that  a  cooperative  associa- 
tion must  meet  are  those  that  are  set  forth  in 
the  Capper-Volstead  Act.   Congress  could  as 
easily  have  set  forth  specific  standards  in 
the  Agricultural  Marketing  Agreement  Act  Itself, 
but  chose  instead  to  (Continued  on  page  6)

adopt  the  standards  that  are  set 
forth  in  the  Capper-Volstead  Act. 
Essentially  these  standards  are: 

1.  The  cooperative  must 
be  an  association  made  up  of 
agricultural  producers, 

2.  It  must  be  engaged  in 
marketing  milk  regulated  by  a 
federal  milk  order, 

5.   It  must  be  operated 
for  the  mutual  benefit  of  its 
members, 

4.  Its  operation  must 
be  controlled  by  its  members, 

5.  The  value  of  any  non- 
member  business  must  be  less 
than  the  value  of  its  member 
business. 

Once  an  association  has  es- 
tablished its  eligibility,  that 
association  is  a  "cooperative 
association"  as  defined  under  the 
Federal  order  program.   It  re- 
mains qualified  as  long  as  it 
continues  to  meet  the  prescribed 
standards,  as  determined  from  an 
annual  report  submitted  by  each 
cooperative,  and  the  Dairy  Divi- 
sion's continuing  review. 

ALABAMA  ORDER  PROPOSED 

Interested  persons  have  until 
March  25  to  submit  comments  and 
proposals  on  a  proposed  order  for 
Alabama  and  the  four  Florida 
Counties  of  Escambia,  Santa  Rosa, 
Okaloosa  and  Walton.   The  new 
order  was  proposed  by  Associated 
Milk  Producers,  Inc.,  Montgomery, 
Alabama.   After  reviewing  any  ad- 
ditional proposals  and  comments, 
USDA  will  decide  whether  to  have 
a  public  hearing  on  the  proposed 
order. 

Additional  proposals  and/or 
comments  should  be  mailed  to  the 
Deputy  Administrator,  Marketing 
Program  Operations,  AMS,  USDA, 
Washington,  D.  C.   20250.

PRICES  RECEIVED  INDEX  UP  2  POINTS 
PRICES  PAID  INDEX  UP  2  POINTS 

The  February  Index  of  Prices  Received  by  Farmers  increased  2 
points  (.8  percent)  to  238  percent  of  its  January-December  1967  av- 
erage, according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.   Contributing  most  to 
the  increase  since  January  were  higher  prices  for  cattle,  calves, 
hogs,  rice,  oranges  and  cotton.   Lower  prices  for  eggs,  corn,  soy- 
beans and  broilers  were  partially  offsetting.   The  index  was  3 
points  (1.2  percent)  below  a  year  ago. 

The  Index  of  Prices  Paid  by  Farmers  for  Commodities  and  Ser- 
vices, Interest,  Taxes,  and  Farm  Wage  Rates  for  mid-February  was 
271,  up  2  points  (.7  percent)  from  mid-January.   Higher  prices  for 
feeder  livestock,  fuels  and  energy,  farm  supplies  and  building  and 
fencing  materials  more  than  offset  the  lower  feed  prices.   The 
February  index  was  32  points  (13  percent)  above  a  year  earlier. 

The  Ratio  of  the  Index  of  Prices  Received  to  the  Index  of 
Prices  Paid,  including  Interest,  Taxes,  and  Farm  Wage  Rates  was  88 
for  the  month  of  February  1980.   The  ratio  was  unchanged  from  the 
previous  month  and  down  13  points  from  the  same  period  a  year  ago.

The  uniform  price  per  cwt .  for 
February  milk  was  $14.13,  an  increase 
of  18  cents  from  the  previous  month  and 
75  cents  above  February  of  last  year. 


SOUTHEASTERN  FLORIDA 

Receipts  of  producer  milk  at  pool 
plants  regulated  under  Federal  Order 
No.  13  totaled  68.3  million  pounds  of 
milk  during  February  1980.   Compared 
to  the  previous  month,  receipts  of 
producer  milk  were  down  1.2  million 
pounds  and  1.1  million  pounds  above 
February  1979. 

In  the  February  equalization 
pool,  64.9  million  pounds  of  milk  was 
classified  as  Class  I.   Class  I  pro- 
ducer milk  was  down  0.7  million  pounds 
from  last  month,  and  was  2.3  million 
pounds  above  February  1979.   Class  I 
milk  was  95.05%  of  the  total  during 
February  compared  to  94.37%  the  pre- 
vious month  and  93.24%  during 
February  of  the  previous  year. 

The  uniform  price  to  producers 
under  Order  No.  13  for  February  milk 
was  $14.35  per  cwt.   The  uniform 
price  was  up  9  cents  from  January 
and  was  78  cents  above  February  1979. 

PRODUCER  SUmARY 

Under  the  three  Florida  milk 
orders,  436  producers  delivered 
186.0  million  pounds  of  milk  to  pool 
plants.   This  compared  to  439  pro- 
ducers and  192.3  million  pounds  dur- 
ing the  previous  month  and  411  pro- 
ducers and  170.9  million  pounds  dur- 
ing February  1979.   Producer  milk 
deliveries  in  February  were  down  3.3% 
from  January  and  were  8.9%  above 
February  of  last  year.
